"Blood-Horse 
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New Synthetic Racing Strip 
Tested at Belmont Park 


New York. A synthetic racing surface 
with the resilience of a sponge was un- 
veiled at Belmont Park last week by train- 
er John Nerud. in co-operation with the 
New York Racing Association. 


The track, which promoters say will 
prolong the usefulness of sore-going horses 
and prevent injuries, is an eighth of a 
mile, and is located in the paddock area 
adjacent to Nerud’s barn. Estimated cost: 
$50,000. 

Jockey Manuel Ycaza whirled a pony 
around the track a few times, stepped 
down, and said. “It feels good. It has a 
bouncing effect and a good cushion. It is 
terrific. I think it has potential.” Jockey 
Sam Boulmetis was equally pleased: “My 
filly (a 2-year-old Nashua youngster 
named Wild Cherry) handled it well. She 
got to playing and there was no jar. It 
seems a horse is sure-footed when he gal- 
lops on it. This track should be ideal for 
trotters, too.” 

The synthetic track is named “Scotch 
Track.” It was developed by the inventor 
of Scotch tape, 62-year-old Richard G. 
Drew. laboratory director of Minnesota 
Mining and Manufacturing. the company 
that is fostering and developing the new 
track. 

The track is of soft resin granule that 
was 2 years in the making. The surface 
used in the trial was an inch thick, laid 


on a 4-foot foundation of light cement 
and blacktop. The thickness of the strip 
is alterable. 

Nerud trains race horses for William 
McKnight, a director of Minnesota Min- 
ing, and it was he who sold McKnight on 
the idea. Nerud claimed that holes in the 
surface could be repaired in a matter of 
minutes and that the track eliminated 
drainage problems. He said it had been 
tested in 110-degree heat and in cold to 40 
degrees below zero. 

“Tt will not cut up or tear,” Nerud 
said. “It gives and has great resiliency. 
The idea is sound, and I think I’ve got 
the theory on this track. It is still in the 
experimental stage.” One by-product of 
such a track, the trainer said, would be 
the development of new-type horse shoes, 
probably made of nylon. with false teeth. 

A few trainers were present to witness 
the test. Skippy Shapoff said, “Hell, it’s 
got to work.” John M. Gaver, more re- 
served, said. “I can’t say now. This track 
will have to be tested severely.” 

Looking on, too, were 3 of the nation’s 
top trot trainers, Del Miller, Joe O’Brien, 
and Johnny Simpson, and each was en- 
thusiastic. Del Miller said “There'll be 
some resistance at first to this track, but 
it’s like our starting gate; it met a lot of

The Blood-Horse 
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First Balcony, Bad Foot Fixed, 


Beat Prove It. in Californian 
By Robert Hebert 


Los ANGELEs. In the fall of 1959 trainer 
Francisco Martin shipped the stable of 
Emil Dolce from New York to California 
for some winter racing at Santa Anita 
Park. In the string was a coming 3-year- 
old colt. a chestnut by Greek Song out of 
Late Show. His name was First Balcony, 
and a young California trainer, Mel Stute. 
became enraptured with him at first sight. 

First Baleony had a_badly-contracted 
right fore foot. but Stute wanted him any- 
way. and he persuaded R. O. Schulze. 
for whom he had a few horses. to buy him. 
Martin let him go for $17.000, and con- 
sidering the foot. it seemed like a_ big 
price. 

For a colt that was virtually a cripple. 
First Baleony did quite well for his new 


owner until one afternoon at Del Mar. 
Then. after finishing third in the La 


Jolla Mile Stakes. he pulled up so badly 
he had to be taken off the track in the 
horse ambulance. 

The foot was operated on so that it 
could expand normally. and each day for 
3 months First Balcony stood with his foot 
in a tub of vinegar and salts. The 33- 
year-old trainer was doctor. nurse. and 
groom. 

Last winter at Santa Anita. First Bal- 
cony won the 7-furlong San Carlos Handi- 
cap. and about that time the California 
Horse Racing Board. following the lead of 
many other states. passed a rule permit- 
ting the heel nerving of horses. The oper- 
ation was performed on First Balcony’s 
right fore foot. 

After the two operations. one to permit 
the foot to expand and the other to re- 
move the heel nerve. Stute was able to 
train First Baleony properly for the first 
time. The horse came up to the eighth 
running of Hollywood Park’s 1,';-mile. 
$100.000-added Californian Stakes in the 
finest condition of his career, and the re- 
sult was a smashing 414-length triumph 
over the West’s top handicap horse. Prove 
It. 

First Baleony. widening on Prove It all 
through the stretch. went under the wire 
in 1:4025. which was a world record when 
Swaps hung out an identical time in 
winning this same stakes in 1955. 

Schulze. who divides his time between 
Covina. Calif... and Las Vegas, Nev.., 
where he owns 98 per cent of the Silver 
Slipper. just a few weeks ago had changed 
the name of his racing stable to Green- 
ville Farms. which he borrowed from the 
street he lives on in Covina. 
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For the past 10 years or so. Schulze 
has had a stable of about 4 horses. most 
of which he has owned in_ partnership 
with Stute. Mel. of course. wanted in the 
worst way to go in with him on the pur- 
chase of First Balcony. but he did not 
have the cash. 

“Winning a race like the Californian. 
though.” Stute said. “is by far the biggest 
thrill I've ever had. I've always wanted 
to get down there on that grass.” he 
added. referring to the special enclosure 
in the paddock that Hollywood Park uses 
for its presentation ceremonies after 
stakes races. “and I’ve finally made it.” 

Stute told Turf writers that his only 
instruction to jockey Eddie Burns was to 
get to the lead if he could. because speed 
horses had been doing so well this season. 

Civic Pride came away from the gate 
on top. with First Baleony lapped on him 
on the outside as they went around the 
first turn. Prove It was third and on the 
outside. where he had ample racing room 
and was in no danger of interference. 
Near the half-mile-post. First Baleony 
began tossing his head. and Burns. rather 
than fight him. decided to let him run a 


little. The chestnut colt charged to the 
top. and going into the far turn he held 
a lead of more than a length. Civic Pride 
had had enough. and now was dropping 
back. Prove It moved up into second 
place. and T. V. Lark. in last place down 
the backstretch. began to pick up horses 
slowly. 

At the top of the stretch. First Balcony 
was 2 lengths on top. and Burns went to 
work to fight off a challenge from Prove 
It that never materialized. Instead, First 
Balcony began drawing away. his mar- 
gin growing with each stride. Burns was 
in no mood to take chances. He rode hard 
to the closing strides. then looked up in 
relief to find that Prove It was not with 
him. 

There wasn’t much wrong with Prove 
It's race. He did not have the easy accel- 
eration that always was ready when Willie 
Shoemaker wanted it last winter at Santa 
Anita. Still. he did not run at all badly. 
In my opinion. Prove It simply was rusty. 
showing the effects of a 3-month lay-off. 
It is quite a task to go 1,\; miles against 
top horses. while giving weight. and Prove 
It acquitted himself well. He handled his 
127-pound impost quite easily. and there 
seemed to be no question—if indeed one 
ever existed—that he could carry weight 
as well as the next one. (Prove It a couple 
of days later had more pastern trouble. ) 

Sea Orbit was third. and T. V. Lark 
was fourth. beaten some 7 lengths by 
First Balcony. His stretch drive never 
quite came off and he managed fourth 
money by only a nose over Civic Pride. 


First Baleony enjoyed the finest moment of his career when he pulled away 
from the favored Prove It in the stretch to win the 1%.¢-mile Californian.

Longden Bets 
Good Days Ahead

Cuicaco. At the time of the Sheridan, 
Flutterby was the only horse Vance Long- 
den had at Washington Park. “After 
Flutterby runs in the Belmont I’m going 
to California for 2 weeks. and then I’m 
bringing all 18 of my horses here. I like 
Chicago racing.” 

Flutterby liked the long Washington 
Park stretch. In the 6-furlong Tri-State 
Stakes 12 days earlier. Flutterby (126) 
was a fast-finishing third to Bluescope 
(113) and Flying Mercury (113). For 
last Saturday’s 7-furlong Sheridan. Flutter- 
by was assigned top weight of 121 pounds 
by racing secretary Charles McLennan, 
while Bluescope. owned by Mrs. Mary H. 
Hunter. was next at 116. Jacnot Stable’s 
Light Talk was given 115. 

The longest way around the stretch 
bend proved the quickest way home for 
Flutterby and Bill Hartack, who for the 
second consecutive Saturday scored with 
4 mounts. Flutterby, sixth in the field 
of 9 for 5 furlongs, came around 5 horses 
on the stretch turn. He picked them up 
one by one, nailed the leading Light Talk 
near the sixteenth-pole, and won going 
away by 2 lengths. Light Talk finished 
second, a neck in front of Bluescope, a 
slight favorite over the winner. 

Fourth Estate Stable’s  Editorialist, 
making his season’s debut. set all the 
pace for 5 furlongs. Then Light Talk 
ranged up on the inside, and Bluescope 
forged alongside on the outside. Light 
Talk suddenly swerved out, and jockey 
Gene Curry had to take up FEditorialist. 
which finally finished last. while his 
stablemate, Mr. Slug. closed well enough 
to be fourth. 

Over a track officially fast. but actually 
dull (it was slow for the morning work- 
outs). Flutterby was timed in 1:2315. 
Hartack let him go out 3 additional fur- 
longs. the 114-mile clocking being 2:03. 
Longden, discussing the home-bred son 
of *Noor—*Blue Butterfly. said. “He'll 
dive at you. but he won't hurt you. He’s 
playful, and lazy.’ Hartack rode him for 
the first time today. and he told me. ‘He’s 
a loafer.” Yes, he’s a lazy sonofagun. but 
he’s my personal pet. I’ve known him ever 
since he was foaled. you know—right at 
dad’s (Johnny Longden) Bar J L Ranch 
in Riverside. Calif. I trained his ma. and 
she was a good one. Beat Miz Clementine 
in a big race at Santa Anita. the Santa 
Margarita. $50.000. mile and an eighth. 
“T definitely think this fellow will im- 
prove tremendously.” the trainer con- 
tinued. “If not this year, then next vear.

The trouble with him has been he grew 
up too fast. He hasn’t grown an inch or 
added a pound since he was 18 months 
old. He’s a big. tall, lean colt. a regular 
English classic horse type. He’s never 
going to carry any fat. But, like I said. 
he’s big. probably goes around 1.090-95. 
But he grew up too fast, and he couldn't 
get the right co-ordination. Still don’t 
think he has it. but in the last 45 days 
I’ve seen a big improvement.” 

Longden had made a personal wager 
that Flutterby would win $500,000 before 
his retirement, and the Sheridan put him 
$13.150 closer to his goal.

“T bet Joe Knight down in Kentucky 
4 or 5 days ago a new suit of clothes that 
Flutterby would win $500.000.” Longden 
said, repeating. “I think this fellow will 
improve.”

The Blood-Horse 
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Narrow Squeak 
For the Champ

New York. Plucky Kelso, demonstrat- 
ing quite conclusively the racing skill 
that made him horse-of-the-year in 1960. 
won Aqueduct’s Metropolitan Stakes on 
Memorial Day, under the most trying of 
circumstances. Coming from well off the 
pace under Eddie Arcaro, he twice was 
forced to change course in order to get a 
clear shot at the leaders, and it was only 
in the crucial last strides that he man- 
aged to go ahead of the pace-making All 
Hands. 


Kelso had been out only once since his 
impressive victory last fail in the 2-mile 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, winning a 7-fur- 
long affair at Aqueduct on May 19, and 
for the 1-mile Metropolitan racing secre- 
tary Tommy Trotter had assigned him 130 
pounds. The public made him favorite at 
1.05 to 1. 


Manuel Ycaza, only recently returned 
to the saddle after a 3-month absence 
attributable to an old shoulder injury. dis- 
played his best form for Cain Hoy Stable. 
hustling All Hands into an early lead 
and nursing his advantage to the very 
shadow of the wire. Arcaro, for his part. 
let Kelso lope along far off the early pace. 
confident that the Your Host gelding 
could overcome his adversaries pretty 
much when he felt like it. The strategy 
nearly backfired. 


At the end of a half-mile. Kelso was 
eighth in the 10-horse field, about 6 
lengths behind All Hands, and at the top 
of the stretch, where the Cain Hoy runner 
had a 3-length advantage over Mail Order. 
Kelso still was in seventh place, another 
3 lengths farther back. But even more 
serious than the margin that needed to 
be overcome was the fact that there did 
not seem to be a clear way open to the 
lead. Arcaro steered him rather sharply 
to the rail and, finding no opening there, 
cut him to the outside, where the others 
had spread out some. All Hands passed 
the eighth-pole with an advantage of 3 
lengths. but Kelso, now cutting into the 
lead with impressive suddenness, over- 
took him in the last strides and forged 
ahead to win by a neck. Time of the race 
was 1:35%5. 2 seconds slower than Bald 
Eagle’s track record. 

Said Arcaro after the race: “I just 
didn’t have any place to run until the 
field spread . . . and I sure wasn’t going 
to try to loop the field with him carrying 
130 pounds.” 

Trainer Carl Hanford indicated that 
Kelso’s next race probably would be in 
the 9-furlong Whitney Stakes, on June 17. 
after which he will choose assignments 
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with caution. “There are plenty of weight- 
for-age races.” Hanford told newsmen. I 
don’t want to break him down with 
weight.” 


The major disappointment of the 
Metropolitan was *Tudor Way. second 
choice in the betting. The Gulfstream 
Park Handicap winner. after getting the 
lead momentarily, shortly after the break. 
lost ground steadily on the backstretch 


and finished last. 
“The Kid Is Back” 


All Hands turned in a fine performance 
in the Metropolitan. but probably of even 
more encouragement to Harry F. Guggen- 
heim and trainer Woody Stephens was the 
further evidence that Ycaza once more 
was in good form. Only 3 days before. 
on May 27, the handsome Panamanian 
rider, accepting his second mount since his 
return, had won the Top Flight Handicap 
on Cain Hoy’s good filly Make Sail. 


“Say hello to all my $2 bettors. The 
kid is back in town.” Yeaza joked before 
the Top Flight. Secretly. however. he 
was worried. He had a terrible headache. 
and 4 aspirins did not help him. After 
the race he still had a headache. but 
this was “from happiness.” 


“Tt wasn’t winning the stake and the 
money so much as it was riding and win- 
ning again,” Ycaza said. “I know I am 
going to improve: I am ready to roll.” 

Make Sail. picking up a check of 
$35.945 for Guggenheim. won by a half- 
length from the pace-setting Funny Bone. 
The time for the mile and an eighth. on 
a sloppy track, was 1:51. 

“This filly has run big races all her life.” 
said Stephens. “We’ve got her staked 
high. and I can’t say at this point where 
we'll run her next.” 

The horse probably will run next in 
the Vagrancy Handicap at Belmont on 
June 14, then in the New Castle Stakes 
at Delaware on July 22, and surely in the 
$150.000-added Delaware Handicap on 
July 29. 

With the flashy rider back, Guggenheim 
remarked, “We got the old team riding 
again. I was especially happy to win a 
race like the Top Flight.” 


Challengers Set 
For Queen’s Plate

Toronto. No sooner had the filly Vic- 
toria Regina, owned by Mr. and Mrs. E. 
P. Taylor's Windfields Farm, been 
made a mild choice in pre-Plate betting 
than Conn Smythe’s Jammed Lucky got 
his first win of the year, forcing a re- 
arrangement of thinking about the 
Queen’s Plate, June 17. 


A brown son of Jamie K.—*Eolia, 
Jammed Lucky came from last place in 
the field of 10 at Old Woodbine on Sat- 
urday, May 20, to win the sixth running 
of the Friar Rock Stakes, beating Mrs. 
M. J. Boylen’s Irish-bred *Crown Attorney 
and her Plate-pointed Axeman. Time for 
the mile was 1:3824 over a track listed as 
fast but not in any way very lively. 


It was Jammed Lucky’s third outing 
this year. Twice before he had finished 
behind a stablemate, Just Don’t Shove, but 
in the Friar Rock mile, owner Smythe 
chose to let his leading Canadian-bred 
money-winning 2-year-old of last year go 
it alone. Carrying jockey Al Coy, with top 
weight of 119 pounds, Jammed Lucky 
drove from the far turn, wore down 
*Crown Attorney, and contained the late- 
rushing Axeman. 


Victoria Regina, for her part, was 
making her second start after a victory 
against fillies in the Star Shoot Stakes, at 
Old Woodbine May 8. She raced close to 
the pace to the early stretch, then wither- 
ed in the face of the boldly finishing 
Jammed Lucky and Axeman to finish 
fourth. 


Racing in Ontario opened way back in 
April at Fort Erie, and conditions there, 
from a weather standpoint, pretty well 
precluded any opportunity for good racing. 
But completely renovated Old Woodbine 
is providing it. The Jockey Club, Ltd., 
opened this east Toronto plant on May 8, 
and will conduct no less than 3 Thorough- 
bred meetings. plus a 52-day harness pro- 
gram during July and August. This first 
meet at Old Woodbine, replete with 16,000 
individual seats and a terraced dining 
room overlooking the track, ends June 3. 
They come back, after the summer meet- 
ing at Fort Erie for a September 4—16 
session. and return a third time October 
30 to November 23, when racing in Can- 
ada comes to a close. 


This year, for the first time, harness 
racing will be conducted under lights. It 
certainly is strange to see these light 
standards being installed while the Thor- 
oughbreds run. 
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Sharp Salvages 
A Fine Mare 


Lew Sharp. a 34-year-old Lexington 
horseman, missed the Kentucky Derby this 
year while anxiously awaiting arrival of 
the first foal of his 8-year-old *Prince- 
quillo mare Royal Plume, a half-sister to 
Bald Eagle and One-Eyed King. A con- 
genital defect of the urinary tract had 
rendered the mare useless from birth, but 
largely as a result of Sharp’s ingenuity 
she had been made fit for breeding. and 
she now was in foal to Mark-Ye-Well. 
About 11:30 a.m. on Derby Day. Royal 
Plume gave birth to a strong colt. 

The first foal of Cain Hoy’s excellent 
runner Siama. Royal Plume was foaled 
February 25, 1953. and from birth she 
eliminated urine abnormally. She had nor- 
mal kidneys. but the ureter from one by- 
passed the bladder and urine drained di- 
rectly into the vagina. spilling into the 
vulva and seeping down her buttocks and 
hind legs. 

Because of her infirmity, Royal Plume 
was unable to race. Cain Hoy got rid of 
her, and she eventually became the prop- 
erty of the late Harris Robertson. After 
Robertson’s death. in July of 1959, Sharp 
heard that the estate had a *Princequillo 
mare for sale. and he bought her privately. 
although he was shocked at her condition. 
Urine had scalded the mare’s vulva. tail. 
buttocks. and legs. and the entire area 
was a suppurating mass of infection. 
“When Harris died. he had a bunch 
of mares scattered around.” Sharp said. 
“and Royal Plume was just turned out on 
pasture way down in the country. She 
had gotten in a terrible fix with no one 
to look after her.” 

At his farm on the Jacks Creek Pike. 
near Lexington. Sharp immediately set to 
work to clean up the infection, meanwhile 
searching for a mechanical means of di- 
recting the urine flow. 

“At first. there was so much proud flesh 
where she was scalded that she didn’t 
seem to feel pain when I worked on her. 
but as she got cleaned up some and grew 
stronger, it was harder and harder to treat 
her. I don’t have much help and do most 
of my work myself:’so I built a stock. 
padding it so she couldn’t hurt herself. 
and it worked fine. I knew that I’d never 
be able to cure it until I found a way 
to drain the urine away from her hind 
quarters. so I decided on an experiment.” 
Sharp made an incision through the lip 
of the vulva, well below the natural open- 
ing, and inserted a rubber catheter which 
he had cut down to 21% inches in length. 
It worked. Urine passed through the 
catheter and fell to the ground without 
getting on the mare. Sharp then decided 
that the catheter was inserted too low, in- 
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terfering with the normal elimination pro- 
cess. He allowed the first incision to heal. 
then made a second, somewhat higher. 
This. too. proved to be too low. and he 
made a final incision about an inch below 
the lower commisure. A few sutures 
were taken around the incision to keep it 
from tearing until it healed, leaving an 
opening in which catheters could be easily 
inserted and removed for cleaning. The 
elasticity of the skin and the small flange 
on the catheter keeps it in place. satis- 
factorily. 

By the early winter of 1959. Royal 
Plume’s condition was vastly improved 
and her quarters were healing rapidly. 
although her tail continued to be a prob- 
lem because it was saturated with the 
urine which dripped from the catheter. 

“The cold weather helped me to make 
up my mind.” Sharp said. “The hair on 
Royal Plume’s tail began to freeze, and of 
course I had to wash it out and treat it 
all the time — so I just decided to cut her 
tail off. I got Dr. Ed Fallon and he docked 
her exactly where I wanted it done — 
high enough so it wouldn’t interfere with 
the catheter when she switched the nub.” 

Finally free from the scalding which 
had caused her infection, Royal Plume 
blossomed. “She runs with my other 4 
mares. Sharp said. “And. in fact. she is 
the boss of the lot. The only way she is 
handled differently from them, is that I 
change catheters twice a day. I’ve got a 
sterilizer in the barn. and I change the 


catheter every morning before I turn 


out, and again in the evening when I put 
up. She’s so used to it now that she walks 
right into the stock when I open the door. 
and it doesn’t take a minute.” 

Speaking of Royal Plume’s breeding 
record. Sharp said, “I believe she had 
been in foal sometime when Harris owned 
her. but I’m pretty sure she never had 
been able to carry one. full term. I had 
her booked to Mark-Ye-Well for 1960, and 
she was in good shape by that spring. 
I wasn’t in any hurry to breed her and 
didn’t send her to the horse until April: 
then. when she came back in the next 
time. I returned her to him and that was it. 
I was in business.”

Shandon Farm, now operated by his other 
son Harrie B. Scott Jr. Mr. Scott oper- 
ated these places until they were turned 
over to his sons, primarily as boarding 
establishments, and he maintained a small 
band of mares. Mr. Scott bred 10 stakes 
winners, including Greek Ship and Larky 
Day. and in partnership he bred 5 others. 
including Level Best. Thumbs Up, and 
Rampart. 

Mr. Scott is survived by his 2 sons and 
4 grandchildren.

all depends on what develops from these 
experiments.” 

The engineer added that variations in 
softness of the material were being con- 
sidered. “We can simulate many things 
in the lab,” he said. “but actual tests are 
the deciding factor.” 

Some horsemen claimed the new track 
would be capable of reducing breakdowns 
by as much as 50 per cent. In wide use. 
it would eliminate variable track condi- 
tions, and more than likely would result 
in a complete rewriting of the record 
books. 

The track probably could be adaptable 
for use in other sports — track, football. 
soccer, tennis, and maybe even baseball. 
Installation costs would be rather high. 
but the expenses of maintenance would 
be much lower.

As a 2-year-old, Fighting Hodge won the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital Handicap and was third in the 
California Breeders’ Trial Stakes. Last year he 
failed to win in 11 starts. 

An unusual degree of linebreeding marks the 
pedigree of Fighting Hodge, the name of *Teddy 
appearing close up in the male line of each of 
his 4 grandparents. Phil D. is inbred with one

$40,000-tab for Roman Line. Both Mike G. and 
Roman Line, however, have done all their racing 
as the property of Grissom. Mike G. broke his 
maiden at the Fair Grounds, won again at Oak- 
lawn Park, and in his last race before the Bashford 
Manor, he finished second in the Lafayette Stakes, 
at Keeneland on April 26. 

Cherry Flame was sold privately to W. H.

Racing Abroad 


Right Royal, Solitude Still on Top; 
Moutiers Ready for Epsom Derby 


Paris. For the selective process which 
is devised to sort out the best of the 3- 
year-olds, the French racing system relies 
upon a traditional cycle of competition in 
which produce stakes play a prominent 
role. These races, considered as funda- 
mental classics, are aimed at giving a 
chance to all, and their conditions prevent 
a clean sweep by a single outstanding 
runner. These restrictive conditions have 
a two-fold purpose—to encourage French 
breeders and to provide for the enrichment 
of local bloodlines with cosmopolitan 
strains. The racing schedule was substan- 
tially altered this year—a fact that will 
require more attention shortly—and the 
preliminary cycle of produce stakes now 
ranges from the Greffulhe (on Long- 
champ’s opening Sunday in April) to the 
Lupin (3 weeks before the date of the 
Jockey Club); this arrangement thus pro- 
vides for adequate synchronism with the 
English classics. 

Whatever the outcome of these equiv- 
alents of the Epsom Derby and Oaks may 
be. it is at least already possible to assert 
that the earlier stages of the sophomores’ 
classic season have yielded consistent re- 
sults. giving an extremely clear picture 
both as to the colts and the fillies. Among 
the former, Right Royal, Moutiers, and 
Match rate the 3 top places, while among 
the latter Solitude stands aloof as the 
undisputed queen, with Hermieres and, 
perhaps. Belle Shika. as “ladies-in-wait- 
ing.” 

_ By all rights. Madame Couturie’s hand- 
some black colt Right Royal is now the 
favorite for the forthcoming Jockey Club. 
He was his generation’s leader as a 2- 
year-old, having won the Grand Criterium 
and gained top weight in the French Free 
Handicap. In his return to racing this year 
he was second to the moderate Areody- 
namic. with whom he was coupled as an 
entry. but this can be written off to 
French courtesy and American-French 
friendship. as Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s 
colt will not often be in front of Mrs. 
Couturie’s Right Royal. Since then. the 
latter won twice in the most convincing 
fashion and. whereas Mrs. Strassburger 
relies upon Moutiers to compensate for 
Angers’ untimely disappearance in the 
Epsom Derby. Madame Jean Couturie 
expects Right Royal to compensate for 
the loss of racing form by Tiepoletto. 
There is thus a very good chance that 2 


gracious owners will score deserved vic- 
tories on both sides of the Channel in 
the French and English Derbys. One 
could not wish them better. 

As for Right Royal’s bid for divisional 
honors, let us record that he annexed in 
succession the Poule d’Essai des Poulains 
(French 2,000 Guineas) and the Lupin 
Stakes. The former was not much of a 
test, because only 4 colts dared oppose 
the fast son of Owen Tudor—Bastia, by 
Tornado or Victrix. Right Royal’s next 
victory, however, was much more con- 
vincing, since in the Lupin Stakes, at a 
mile and five-sixteenths, he brought the 
downfall of the hitherto undefeated Match, 
winner of the Juigne and Noailles Stakes. 


The majority of critics have been en- 
thusiastic about Right Royal’s triumph 
and have been quick in relegating Du- 
pre’s elegant colt. by Tantieme—Re- 
lance. by Relic, to a “supporting role.” 
Your writer cannot go along with such 
hasty conclusions, especially as it some- 
how went unnoticed that Right Royal was 
under extreme pressure from the top of 
the stretch to the post. One should also 
remember that the new Longchamp track, 
despite a lengthened home stretch, is 
now greatly favorable to front runners 
and inside position. In their clash, Right 
Royal had all the advantages of the race, 
while Match went wide entering the 
stretch and could not regain his balance 
in time. Also. the mile and one-half of 
Chantilly might be more favorable to 
him than to Right Royal, while the cen-

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dition of the track might also prove a 
factor. In short, both of these excellent 
colts are worthy of further triumphs. 

They will have to fill their part to 
perfection, however, since there are several 
other 3-year-olds with justifiable ambi- 
tions. Among these the most curious case 
is doubtless that of Marcel Boussac’s 
Destral. whose last outings have been 
extremely disappointing. Because Destral 
lately acquired the disastrous habit of 
“applying the brakes” immediately after 
the start, it was naturally assumed that 
he was something of a rogue, the more so 
since he is a son of the famous Auriban, 
historic winner of the 1952 Jockey Club 
after a disastrous start. But it has been 
ascertained by Boussac’s able trainer 
Henri Nicolas that the root of the trouble 
was actually Destral’s oversensitive mouth; 
the colt was tried recently at Chantilly 
with a special new bit, and this innova- 
tion worked wonderfully. Furthermore, 
slightly temperamental colts like their 
“homeground.” which will be the case 
with Destral in the French Derby, so that 
it would not be too surprising to see him 
emulate the example of stablemate Cillas, 
in 1938. 


Among the fillies. Francois Dupre’s re- 
markable Solitude reigns supreme. with 
an even better record than that of Right 
Royal and with much easier victories. 
Solitude was topweight of the fillies in 
the French Free Handicap, she won the 
Poule d’Essai at Longchamp (in fact, 
the same day as the colt was winning 
his). and she will go to the starter at 
Chantilly with the prestige of a smashing 
victory at Longchamp against the best of 
her age. In the Saint-Alary Stakes, at 
114 miles, Solitude refuted any doubts 
as to her stamina by actually out-classing 
such as Hermieres. Belle Shika, and 
others. This daughter of Nosca and Sum- 
merhill II, by Unbreakable, has a terrific 
turn of speed, and one fails to see how 
she could lose in the Diane, especially 
as she would not even mind a soft track. 

Right Royal and Match (not to mention 
Moutiers, of course) also have close ties 
with the American Turf. Right Royal is 
in great part American-bred through his 
dam Bastia, by Barberybush, owned by 
the late J. E. Widener. Bastia’s sire is 
either Tornado or J. E. Widener’s Vic- 
trix. Match’s maternal grandsire was the 
American Relic, which has been so dis- 
criminatingly chosen by Francois Dupre 
to enrich his stud’s bloodlines and so 
shrewdly used since then that he has be- 
come one of the outstanding sires of 
France. 

Finally, another striking feature of this 
year’s classics is the fact that, for the 
first time in French racing history, the 
first 2 in the Free Handicap won their 
respective Poule d’Essai.

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splendidly carrying on the sporting tra- 
dition of her late husband, is again en- 
joying an excellent year, not only with 
many wins (she is the leader among own- 
ers in France). but because she is en- 
titled to hope that the blue-yellow silks 
will at last come into their own in the 
Epsom Derby. Moutiers followed up on 
his brilliant Daru win with another con- 
vincing triumph in the Hocquart Produce 
Stakes. at the classical mile and one-half 
distance. Everyone in the French Turf 
world heartily wishes Mrs. Strassburger 
that the long-striding son of Sicambre 
will stamp the Strassburger name on the 
Derby’s roll of honors. thus paying a de- 
served last tribute to his breeder, the 
late Ralph Beaver Strassburger. 

Among the most important late results 
must be the victory of Puissant Chef, 
which gave striking proof of his class. 
big-heartedness. and endurance by snatch- 
ing the Cadran at 214 miles under literally 
the very noses of Jorge de Atucha’s Te- 
huelche and Cartier’s Taine. This Long- 
champ event is the major annual event 
for stayers, always drawing the best forces 
in the country and sometimes foreign 
challengers, which was the case this year 
with Germany’s Engpass. The race was 
as thrilling as could be wished, and it 
had the crowd alternatively gasping and 
shouting while the worthy contenders set- 


tled their accounts all along the new 600- 
yard Longchamp stretch. 


Puissant Chef, the choice at 4 to 5. 
trailed practically all the way. as he is 
wont to do, and Garcia saw at the last 
turn that coming on the outside would be 
hopeless. Accordingly. he saved ground 
at the rail, boldly “drilled his way” 
through the pack a first time to reach 
contending position, then had to squeeze 
Puissant Chef between Taine, at the rail. 
and Tehuelche. Driven with devilish 
energy, Henri Aubert’s son of Djefou—La 
Sirene, by Astrophel, once more justified 
his reputation for terrific stretch-running 
by forcing the judge to require the 
camera’s verdict. And the photo showed 
Puissant Chef first by a head under a 
grinning Maxime Garcia, Teheulche sec- 
ond, and Taine third by a neck. While 
such a narrow victory could look like a 
disappointment. one should remember. 
however, that Puissant Chef is at his best 
on a soft or muddy track. 

Puissant Chef, by winning the Cadran 
after the Arc de Triomphe, was accom- 
plishing a feat which only 3 predecessors 
had inscribed in racing history, *Ksar. 
Priori, and Brantome. which is sufficent 
evidence of the difficulty of the task. And 
if Puissant Chef can win the Ascot Gold 
Cup he will be the first to bring this 
sensational triple. Carre Diem 


ITALY 
Siege of Coughing 


Rome. A_ severe coughing epidemic, 
which started in Milan and finished in 
Rome. has seriously interfered with classic 
plans. and no stable was hit harder than 
the Razza Dormello-Olgiata, which had 
seemed to be in such a strong position as 
regards classic material. 

After they finished third and fourth 
behind Adrasto and Madriolo in the Pre- 
mio Parioli, there were strong hopes that 
Utrillo and Delvin would run prominently 
in the Derby, and to strengthen the stable 
hand there were Bonnard, Bazille, and 
Della Porta, which were due to run 10 
days earlier in the Premio Emanuele 
Filiberto. 

In an effort to miss the coughing. Ugo 
Penco transferred Bonnard, Bazille. and 
Della Porta to the little race track at 
Varese, near the Alps, but he was too 
late. for all of them had become affected 
and they had to miss both the Emanuele 
Filiberto and the Derby. 

In their absence. the Emanuele Fili- 
berto field was cut up badly. and 4 of 
the 5 runners were imported colts. Run 
on a quagmire, the race resulted in a 
5-length victory for the Scuderia Fert’s 
Juraboy (Sica Boy—Juralda, by *Norse- 
man) over Dr. Carlos Vittadini’s Gavy,

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Premio di Milano winner Scai out of 
14 final acceptors were coughing, and the 
case of Utrillo was so serious that he had 
to be scratched. Delvin was slightly 
affected, but with H. M. Queen Elizabeth 
honoring the race by her presence, own- 
ers sportingly decided to run their horses, 
and 11 runners went to the post. 

The Derby ended sensationally. After 
questionable riding tactics by Otello Fan- 
cera, the Razza del Soldo’s bay colt Lauso 
outstayed Delvin to win by half a length, 
with the Scuderia Pieffe’s Adrasto a fur- 
ther 2 lengths away in third place and a 
neck in front of the Allevamento Gibi’s 
Mexico, which was badly interfered with 
by the weary Adrasto. 

On returning to scale, Delvin’s jockey 
Enrico Camici objected to the winner on 
the grounds of foul riding by Fancera. 
After 10 minutes deliberation, the stew- 
ards allowed Lauso to keep the race, but 
rather confused the issue by heavily fining 
Francera and setting him down for 14 
days. 

We think Lauso was lucky to keep the 
race; had there been a camera patrol, the 
stewards probably would have acted dif- 
ferently. Bred and owned by the Razza del 
Soldo, Lauso is by the French sire Ocarina 
out of the Italian Oaks winner La Canea, 
by Vatellor from another Italian Oaks 
winner La Cadette, by Le Pacha.

Principe Amedeo, but he failed to stay 
the 144 miles on the heavy track and was 
probably feeling the effects of his hard 
race in the Derby. The winner once again 
was Juraboy, which relished the distance 
and going to win easily by 114 lengths 
from the Premio Firenze winner Gray 
Ghost, which was held up for a late chal- 
lenge. Delvin was a further 4 lengths 
away and 8 lengths in front of the Premio 
Pariolo second Madriolo, which has been 


doing duty for the Razza Ticino’s unlucky 
*Ribot colt Molvedo. 
Of the older horses, the Scuderia 


Desenzano’s 6-year-old Surdi and_ the 
Scuderia Mantova’s 5-year-old Rio Marin 
continue to mow down the opposition. 
After 2 easy victories, Surdi (Airborne— 
Semitecola, by Niccolo dell’Arca) won 
the Milan Gold Cup (214 miles) in rec- 
ord time by 2 lengths from the Razza 
Dormello-Olgiata’s 4-year-old Tiziano, 
with the Scuderia Mantova’s 4-year-old 
filly Caorlina a further 6 lengths away, 
third.

milers in the Premio Emilio Turati at 
San Siro.

AUSTRALIA 


The Robot Bookmaker 


Sypney. R. E. Wells, a 61-year-old York- 
shireman living in Sydney, has invented a 
robot bookmaker. It has been tested and 
found satisfactory. The inventor, who has 
spent 26 years working on his bookie, 
says it will mean a better deal for punters. 
Another claim is that it will prove more 
human than the other kind of bookmaker 
in that it can lose. 

Unlike bookmakers, it will not shorten 
prices unless money is actually invested 
on a horse. It will not have the advantage 
of the bookmakers’ secret service after the 
opening odds are determined. 

Should there be a plunge on one horse, 
prices of other runners will be extended 
automatically. Once betting begins the 
robot will not be able to shelter from an 
impending plunge by shortning odds in 
anticipation. Mr. Wells claims that the 
robot’s competition against bookmakers 
will result in better prices for players. 

Opening odds will be determined by 
an official form-follower, and after that 
prices will fluctuate according to invest- 
ments. The robot, called “Oliver Odds,” 
may prove more human than the odds- 
callers. The machine is still on the secret 
list, and no negotiations have been made 
with racing clubs. 

The live bookies are showing keen in- 
terest in their rival. Said one of them: 
“The robot will have to take many risks. 
It will be in the same position as the 
bookmakers when a big plunge is made 
and the odds tumble quickly.” 

Once again Tulloch has been given a 
“luxury” weight in a big race. The 138 
pounds awarded him for the £12,000 Bris- 
bane Cup, 2 miles, caused the usual panic 
with bookmakers, who immediately made 
him a warm favorite. 

Trainer Smith says the champion is 
jumping out of his skin since his Adelaide 
win, but he considers that his task in 
Brisbane will not be easy. Some confirma- 
tion of this came with the surprising first- 
up win in Brisbane of the stayer Sharply. 
whose weight advantage enabled him to 
defeat Tulloch narrowly in the Sydney 
Cup in April. In a 6-furlong event at 
Eagle Farm, Sharply made hacks of a 
good field of sprinters. Although he is 
to meet Tulloch on 10-pound worse terms 
as compared with their Sydney Cup im- 
posts, he has joined Tulloch in the front 
line of betting on the Brisbane 2-miler.
